The Southern Pacific railroad has 


sent aglimmering all combinations 
and compacts between western rail- 
roads when notice was served on th 
Transcontinental Passenger associ* 
tion that, notwithstanding the asso- 
ciation's action in refusing to sane 
tion cheap colonist rates to California 
for the winter and spring, the South 
crn Pacific would inaugurate such 
rates. 
The Southern 
Pacific has 


broken from the twenty odd western 
railroads that are members of the 
Transcontinental association; it wil 
not be a surprise if this course wil 
precipitate a war and open rates. 


Some time ago the Southern Pacific
